However, the water tower, since it will have a 
direct influence on the entire population, offers the 
greatest advantages. While the erection of a water 
tower at the present time, u not a necessity, neither 
will it be an extravagant gesture. With its capacity 
of 40,000 gallons, the present tower falls far short on 
a "busy" day, of filling the water requirements of 
Antiocb water consumers, and although there has 
never been a shortage, a day in which the pumps are out 
or order, would work an actual hardship in Antioch 
homes. 

Aside from insuring an always sufficient water 
supply, the larger rcserYoir through inceased pressure 
would give better fire protection in town. Ic would 
also give better pressure to those consumers along Main 
Street who complain of "air bubbles" in the water. 

By many members of the Village Board, as well as 
townsmen, the erection of a new tank is believed to be 
an investment in safety for it is predicted that the^^old 
tower which is settling more on one side than the 
other, may someday topple over. However, that cv^nt 
is very much of a future problem. And then there's 
the matter of paint, which is needed both inside and 
out. 

But the most interesting phase of the erection of 
this tower, providing that national funds are secured, 
is the financial self sufficiency of the water depart- 
ment. With more than $^,000 on reserve in that de- 
partment, and 30 per cent of the cost of construction 
coming as a gift from the government, the project 
will be practically self -supporting, which is uusual to

Let Diet Aid Dentistry

Just bocnuse milk, fruits and vege 
tables don't come wrapped up In fancy 
tubes or Jura nccompunled hy folders 
promising elnbonite results from their 
use, we are apt to forget that they are 
as Importajt In keeping teeth spar- 
kling and white as are the tooth pnates 
which are so alluringly advertised, for* 
It Is not cnongh to treat the outside of 
our teeth; we nuiat also pay attention 
to the Inside— that Is. we must eat the 
foods that will stipiily tho materials 
for building benutlful teeth. 

In this business of being beautiful we 
all have a tendency to "let It go." es- 
pecially when we ore young and can 
be attractive without much effort We 
are apt to think. "Oh, well. Inter when 
my teeth begin to ache and my hair 
loses Its gloss and my skin gets leath- 
ery—It will be plenty of time to begin 
taking care of my looks*" It's true 
that modern beauty science can do 
some quite miraculous things In coun- 
teracting the effects of neglecting 
your appearance! We can put life 
back In tho hair and skin; pat the 
ngure Into shape and even do a fair 
Job of adding a sparkle to the eye. 
but wo can't grow you a new tooth. 
Once a permanent tooth Is lost It's lost 
forever, so attention to your teeth Is one 
thing you simply can't afford to put off. 

The first Important thing Ma to In- 
clude IB your diet each day, at least 
a pint of milk, a quart If possible, 
plus fresh fruits and vegetables. This 
Is no vngtie genenil principle whose 
results *you will not notice. On the 
contniry. It has been definitely proved 
that tooUi. decay lu the usual case, 
can actually he arrested within ten 
weeks by using dleta high In minerals 
and vitamins. Such a diet would con- 
slat chiefly of fresh milk, fruUs. and 
regetiiblea. 

Certainly such treatment Is much 
cheaper and lesa pnlnful than visits 
to the dentist. Of course dentists are 
Indispensable In correcting dental trou- 
ble, but why not prevent? 
Now as to brushing the teeth— prob- 





ably most ot us think that la ona 
beauty treatment to which we give 
the proper attention, for' Just about 
everybody In this enlightened age 
brushes the teeth at least twice a day. 
Fine, but of course you ahotild do it 
at least three times and the quesUon 
of how you clean them la as Important 
"as how often. Tojlo ajgally thorouglr 
Job; each time you clean the teeth 
you should spend from three to five 
minutes on them. Don*t brush horl- 
r.ontallv; and be i-ure to massage your 
gums as well as your teetlu And dUl 
you kaow that to really clean them 
properly. In one stage of the process 
you should not move the bristles of 
your brush at all. but simply give the 
brush several "shimmying** movemenU 
to loosen any particles between the 
teeth. Then swish the bristles away 
from the gums until both Inside and 
ouulde surfaces of every liwth have 
been reached. Follow this with a 
mouth wash forced In and. around me 
teeth so tlmt'all Bccumulatlona loo*:- 
ened by the brush Will be removed. 

Finally top off these two hablt*-^ 
proper diet and thorough brushing— 
with yearly trips to the dentist for ■ 
check up and It's pretty certain youll; 
acquire a reputation for your benutlfol 
teeth.

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Century of Progress Lacks the Grandeur 
of City of Dreams, But Awakens Enthusiaim

After Four Decades, Mrs. 

Williams Recalls the 

Early Fair 




Chlcnso*8 1933 Century of Progrosa 
Etxpoaltlon lacka tho dlRnity, the 
grandeur and the rcstfulncfls of the 
"City of Dreams," "World's Fair of 
1893, according to :^Ir8. D. A. Wll- 
Hams, recently returned from Bovernl 
days of Rlghtscelng In Chicago, who 
can graphlcnlly describe that earlier 
exposUIon after tho elapse of four 
decades. But despite the lack, tho 
modern exposltloji did not fail t» 
fully awaken her enthusiasm. 

The old "City of Dreams" was more 
spread .out, '^mord quiet a,nd more 
artistic than the' tremendous 1033 
show. Mrs. Williams says In compar- 
ing tho two fairs. The 1893 show, 
she describes as a city entirely In 
white, "with a magnlflcent tranquil- 
ity which carried the visitors Into an- 
other realm." In architectural dig- 
nity, she found the modem exposi- 
tion could not compare with Its pre- 
decessor. 

Awakened Enthusiasm 
With Its brilliant colors, Its noisy 
bedlam of barkers and loud speakers, 
and Its crowds, the Century of Prog- 
ress lacked for Mrs. Williams tho 
quiet charm she found in the Dream 
City, but esho did not fall to find 
Inspiration to kindle her enthusiasm 
in the several days she spent sight- 
seeing in Chicago recently. 

Balbo and hla fleet, captured her 
Imagination as 'much as any feature 
of her visit. She saw n seaplane, 
not Balbo'a Amiada, Mrs. Williams 
explained, but one like It. "I would- 
n't be afraid to go up with Balbo." 
she said. "The seaplanes looked 
perfectly safe." 

She paused to remember the time 
when her father had laughted and 
said with conviction. "They may do 
anything else, but they nevor will 
fly." 

Among the exhibits she remembers 
with greatest pleasure are tho Bel- 
gian. Japanese and several other for- 
eign exhibits, the Floriculture build- 
ing, the Marionettes, the Maya Tem- 
ple, the Hall of the Religion, and tho 
Chinese Temple. 

Tea In the Japanese tearoom re- 
minded her of the Jaiuinoso Tea Gar- 
den In the City of Dreams, which was 
so lovely, so restful ond quiet, and 
such a favorite spot of visitors "that 
many felt personal sorrow when It 
"Was destroye<l." 

Has Seen Progress 

The Transport nnlldliiK had little 

appeal for Mrs. Williams who has 

•watched much of thp progress In 

transportation methods take place 



during her lifetime. At the old fair 
she remembers, the crowds made 
way for tho "horsolesa carriage, 
which was considered n marvel. She 
rcmcnihora tho day years ago when 
Mr. Williams ruahod homo and told 
her to come downtown to see n 
"horseless carriage." 

Questioned. .^Trs. Williams admit- 
ted that the present fair In compari- 
son with her recollection of '93 la 
pllghtly more convmerclallred. But. 
she explnlne<l. during this depression 
few persons feel able to contribute 
largo suma for tho promotion of auch 
an enterprise. "They say there was 
a panic In '93" sho adds, "but I don't 
remember It. People seemed to have 
more money In those days." 
Brings World Together 
Its mission In bringing tho "world 
together" Is the greatest significance 
or the Fair. Mrs. Williams believes. 
She recalled hearing a Mormon 
chonis one evening during her recent 
visit, and remembera the narrow con- 
ception of Mormons she had as a 
child. The foreign exhibits and tho 
attraction of foreigners to the fair, 
creates a bettor understanding among 
the races, in her belief. There are 
perhaps, proportionately fewer for- 
eigners at this fair. 

\\Tilto haired, an obsen*er of the 
wonders of many years, she glows 
with enthusiasm when she descrlbea 
the lighting of the Pair, viewed from 
a court In tht Hall of Science, and 
she plans to go hack, for she hasn't 
seen "half enough." Suddenly In- 
sisting on the futility of attempting 
a word description of the Eixposl- 
lion's wonders, aho saj's, "Go see it 
yourself. I can't begin to tell the 
storj-."
